Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In response 
to the non final office action dated 09/03/08, further in view of applicant's amendments 
filed on 01/03/09, the application has been carefully reviewed and respectfully 
considered. 

According to applicant's remarks based on currently amended subject matter, as 
discussed in page 1 through 3, the response has been found persuasive, and the 
rejection has been withdrawn. Claim 1 has been amended by applicant by including the 
previously objected claim 8, having allowable subject matter, which is currently 
cancelled, and therefore, claims 1-has been allowed, for the reasons set forth below: 

With respect to claims 1-7, the prior art searched and of record neither 
anticipates nor suggests the claimed invention as amended. In particular, partial print 
provider that permits a first print spooler associated with a network print server to 
interface with a second print spooler associated with the network print server for further 
processing of a print job submitted to the network print server from a network print 
client, wherein the partial print provider acts as a direct link between the first print 
spooler and the second print spooler.
